He taught 
them to obey, that they might both know how to 
restrain and govern themselves. and how to con- 
trol others. He early put them on a course ot 
self-development, and made self-direction a 
necessity. They mere never allowed to be idle, 
to be extravagant, to indulge in kniek-knacks, 
to waste money, or anything else of value, Per- 
haps he erred in’ cutting short too much thei 
innocent and harmless amusements, and thei 
dioliday lt he erred the sate side— 
He could not bear to 
even in childhood, run to seeming waste, 

He knew well, by lis own experience the 
disadvantages aud aunoyances of a limited and 
deficient training at school. In nothing was he 
more earnest than that his children should en- 
joy the very best advantages, 
did he labor more cheertully and heartily than 
to secure them these advantages. He did secure 
them, aud we know that he never regretted any 


eftlort and toil put forth in that direction. Through | 


his counsels and exertions his chitdren have 
mainly eseaped those peculiar regrets which he 
felt, in consequence of the want of early in- 
sfruction, and the imperfection of the schools 
that were in existence. 

Apart from his business, and apart from his 
relation to his family:—he was in society a man 
of shrinking modesty and selt-distrust.

| He was not only this sort of a man. but he

he dad a correct moral teaching, and the force 
ofan example externally good, to train him, and 
mould his feelings and conduct. But he was not 
himself religious in his early life. He fell in

| companion of those who were tar enough from 
the discharge of the duties of true piety, even 
as they were then understood. He became fully 
worldly man, in his way. 
| was not till his youth was passing off, till some 
vears after his marriage, that he became a Chiris- 
tian. and professed religion.

He was completely a changed man. His aims 
and purposes were new-formed.

Mr. Epiron:—A very large and the most 
northern portion of that part of Onge, ee 
lies north of the Columbia river, has hitherto 
been known as Thurston County. From this, 
the Territorial Legislature at its recent session, 
made several new Counties. To two of them it 
vave the honored names of our new President, 
and Vice President. The land on the extreme 
North and the outer islands of Puget Sound, it 
united as the County of Island, whose shire town 
is Coveland on Whidby’s Island. The_north- 
western line of this County, oe defined as 
to embrace several Islands which have been, and 
continue to be, claimed by the subjects of Great 
Britain, as part of its possessions. It is said that 
the treaty which decided the line of division be- 
tween the possessions of the British Crown and 
the United States in these regiong, was drawn 
with such indetiniteness of expression in this 
varticular, that the subjects of either Government 
sei plausible claims te these Islands. It is to 
be hoped that the jurisdiction of them, now they 
are almost valueless may be adjusted, before 
they swell into importance by occupation. The 
uncertainty should not be suffered to remain. to 
add herealter to the diftliculties already existing 
‘between the two Governments. 

At the recent session of Congress, the Territory 
of Oregon was very wisely divided by the chan- 
nel of the Columbia river; to the northern por- 
tion of Which was given that beloved name, which 
more than any other, thrills the heart of every 
true American.

As yet, there have been but very few roads 
opened in Washington Territory, indeed it is 
doubtful if there is one, which is under public 
supervision ; a well beaten Indian trail is the 
most a traveller may hope te find. A grant hav- 
ing been made by Congress for the purpose, it is 
hoped, that a road will soon be —— from the 
head waters of the Columbia, direct to some 
pointon the Sound. Sucha road will greatly 
facilitate the entrance of the emigrant, and tend 


prairies. 

Gold has been found in moderate quantities 
on the declivities of the Cascade range, north of 
the Columbia. Fortunately the amount of snow 
ever lying on this chain of hills, makes its search 
so unpleasantly chilling and arduous, the inhab- 
itants have wisely turned their attention to the 
falling of their heavy forests, and the cultivation 
of their rich prairies ; whose products are sure to 
bring them gold, and in most liberal amounts for 
their labors. 

Olympia, being the most considerable settle- 
ment in the Territory of Washington, will proba- 
bly be the seat of Government for the time be- 
ing. Itis at the head of the tide waters, about 
two hundged miles from the ocean by ship chan- 
nel; and about one hundred and twenty, norther- 
ly of Portland by the mail route, which is thence 
the Willamette, and the Columbia, and 
up the Cowlitz to the head of its boatage, some 
sixty miles ; thence across the country about an 
equal distauce to Olympia. 

The town from which this letter is written, is 


built at the head of a quiet, safe harbor, situated | 


near the south-eastern end of Vancouver's Is- 
land, and is about twenty five miles by water, 
across the Strait de Fuca, in a northerly direc- 
tion from Port Townsend. It contains a Fort 
belonging: to the Hudson Bay 
which reside the Governor and other Officers,— 
and some one hundred buildings for outsiders. 
Three or four ships annually visit this from Eng- 
land, bringing provision for the Colony and Gar- 
rison : merchandise tor the Indian trade, and also 
emigrant passengers. 

The Indian trade centering here through the 
Company’s numerous outposts, has been very 
considerable. Itis being yearly diminished, by 


the division of a portion of it, to the small traders 


on the American side of the Straits: and in con- 
sequence of the rapidly decreasing numbers of 
the Indians by death A numerous tribe of the 
red men congreyvate about this harbor, who are, 
if possible, more degraded than those of the 
American waters. Their thirst for spirits, is 
there all governing appetite, and this one laments 
to see, is too often gratified by the cupidity of 
the white man. 

They are often so turbulent here, and on the 
coasts of the Island, that a ship-of-war is always 
stationed here to aid the authorities in controling 
them. Several scenes of violence resulting im 
death, occurred among them last fall. 

This Island contains large beds of coal, which 
on trial has proved to be of excellent quality. 
Its interior is a range of lofty hills, extending its 
length, and yet remains undisturbed, almost un- 
known, by the woodsman orfarmer. It is said 
that none but Indians have as yet made their 
trails through its hidden recesses. —

Obituary. 


Died in Marysville, on the 3d of March, Johu 
Knox Brown. in the 28th year of his age. 

He was born in Coldenham, Orange County, 
N.Y. Educated a lawyer, he practiced, for a 
time, in Newburgh. In January 1846, he immi- 
urated to California, and continued his profess- 
ion in Sacramento city, In a short time, he re- 
moved to the mountains and was there occupied 
in business and mining operations until near the 
time of his death. 

In November last he came to Marysville and 
was about .to establish himself in_ business, 
when he was overtaken by the illness which 
ended fatally. : 

Mr. Brown was not an ordinary and unmarked 
character. He was a man of a steady and con- 
stantaim. ‘That aim was a generous one, and 
embraced pot only profestional success but 
general and commanding influence. 

He was also sanguine of success, and his con- 
fidence rested upon his own intelligent employ- 
ment of meatis clearly adapted to the desired 
end. In business he would be regarded by some 
as too sanguine. His plans were rather compre- 
hensive than cautious. But though unfortunate 
at times, he still planned and pressed his planus 
with undiminished vigor and was sure in the end 
0 rise again. 

His steady and high aim gave to his character 
an elevated tone, quite free from frivolity and 
mirthful abandonment; while his contidence of 
ultimate success imparted to his bearing a calm 
dignity and an easy self-possession. 

In mypral principle he was firm ;. as he was 
constant in his plans. Born and educated of 
Scotch covenanters, he belonged to the straight- 
est sect. Althongh exposed to the seductive in- 
fluences of California life, in the cities and in 
the mountains, he kept himself unspotted from 
themall. They were not temptations to him. 
His taste craved no low gratification. 

Displeased with the prevalence of vice and 
folly which are as yet too prevalent among us, 
he desired and intended to return to his former 
home and his early sources of enjoyment. 

His only religious connection had been with 
the pve in which he was baptized. Though 
separated from its communion, and joining in 
that of no other denomination he yet appeared 
constantly to have cherished the christian hope ; 
as he evidently aimed sincerely to practice the 
christian virtues. His confidence rested clearly 
on the free promise of Christ given to faith; and 
the pantie of virtue he rightly 
as the evidence and just fruit of that faith, and 
by no means as a ground of salvation. 

His long illness was soothed by the attentions 
of his wife, to whom he was‘ married in San 


ing account of her husband's last illness. 
His disease, which lasted three months, at 
first assumed the nature of liver complaint.— 
But during the last few weeks there seemed to 
be a gradual wasting of all his bodily powers ; 
while his mind never was more active. He fre- 
quently spoke of his situation and of his entire 
willingness io leave this world, as far as he was 
concerned. Buthe had ties that he could not 
break without a severe struggle; and on this 
subject he could say but little. Not a murmur 
or complaint escaped him th his illness. 
During the last two weeks his life he 
seemed to ee and that so rapidly that he 
indulged the hope of a speedy restoration. A 
few moments ore his death he spoke as 
strongly as usual. It was at 5 o’clock, on the 
morning of March 3d. As he complained of weak- 
ness I got up and gave him some brandy, and 
seeing a change, called my brother whe. went 
for a physician. He saw my agitation and re- 
marked calmly, “ It is congestion ; it will soon 
be over.” I was rnbbing _, but he motioned 
me to lay aside the bottle. I did so and returned 
to the bed side. He kissed me. 
He could no longer s , but fix is eyes upon 
me. I talked and received
